FUNDS IN SHORTER TIME 


Ottawa, May 4.—If ‘the railway 
companies in Canada fail to re- 


‘fund the price of an unused ticket 
within 30 days from 
one class of ticket, of 60 days on 
‘another, they are liable to a fine 
of $25.

The railway commission has so 
ruled. An order just issued by 


Chief Commissioner Drayton and 


concurred in by his brother com- 
missioners reads as follows: 
“That every railway company 
subject to the jurisdiction the 
board repay to every holder of a 
ticket over its railway within 30 
days from demand in the case of 
a single line ticket, and within 
60 days from demand in the case 
of a joint ticket, the cost of the 
said ticket if unused in whole, or 
in part, less the regular fare for 
the distance for which such tick- 


et may have been used. 


“That every such railway com- 
pany failing to comply with the 
foregoing regulation be liable to 
a penalty ;of a sum not exceeding 
$25 for every such failure.’’

BOOZE IS HAMPERING 
GREAT BRITAIN IN WAR 


Service 


London, May 2,--The serious ef- 
fect that drink is having on the 
repairs to the warship and trans- 
port services and in the output of 
munitions is. disclosed in reports 
from firms and officers. through- 
out the country which were pub- 
lished tonight in the form of a 
white paper. 

From Vice-Admiral Sir “John R,
